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A Look of Tonight's Game 

Fort Hays State's gndders go into tonight's game hoping to end a three game 
losing streak and pick up their first conference victory as Southern Colorado State 
College invades Lewis Field Stadium. 

The Indians come into the game with an overall record of 3-4 and a confer- 
ence mark of 1-2, 

Last week the Indians dropped a 26-24 conference encounter to last year's 
RMAC champion, Pittsburg State, In that game, SCSC led at one time 24-0, bu* 
Pittsburg came back to score all its points in the final 20 minutes of action. 

The Indian offense employs a strong passing game featuring quarterback 
Kurt Enzminger and his favorite receiver, left end Frank Grant. For the season 
Enzminger has thrown 185 passes and completed 81 for 916 yards and seven 
touchdowns. He is also leading the RMAC in kick scoring with 1 7 of 1 8 extra 
points and seven of nine field goals. 

In the Pittsburg game, Grant set a school pass receiving record when he 
grabbed seven aerials for 113 yards and one touchdown. 

Top ground gainer for SCSC is running back Bennie Williams who has pick- 
ed up 382 yards in 100 carries this season and scored three touchdowns. Last 
week he ran 25 times for 1 19 yards including a 53-yard scoring gallop. 

The Tigers now stand at 1-5-1 In all games played and 0-2-1 in the confer- 
ence. Last week the University of Nebraska at Omaha handed FHS a 27-21 de- 
feat. The game ended with a Tiger drive stalled on the UNO one-yard line. 

Fullback Ken Zeigler had another big game for FHS as he ran for 156 yards 
against Omaha. It was the second consecutive week he has gained over 150 yards. 
He is now the top Bengal running back with 458 yards in 60 carries for a 7.7 av- 
erage gain per carry. 

Second leading rusher for FHS is tailback Gary Dougherty who has rushed 
65 times for 403 yards.

In cross country action last weekend, 
Fort Hays State's harriers captured the 
NAIA District 10 title by placing four 
runners in the top ten. 

All-America runner Dave McLeiand led 
the Tiger squad to its 37-point victory 
{low score wins) by placing second with 
a time of 24:51, Rounding out FHS's top 
four finishers were Tom Sradrick, fourth 
in 25:09; Afvin Penka, eighth in 24:45; 
and Ron Lawrenz, 1 0th in 25:53, 

Emporia State's Dennis Nee topped 
all runners by covering the five-mile 
course in 24:38. This was the fourth 
straight win for Nee. 

Mary mount College's German Alonzo 
placed third in a time of 25:06 and Pitts- 
burg State's Chris Boysum finished fifth 
in 25:11 to account for the remainder of 
the top five runners, 

John Beaton, who finished 1 3th in 
26:07 and Jim Birnbaum, who was 16th 
in 26:14 completed the Tiger team. 

Other team finishers in the event were 
Emporia, 62; AAarymount, 65; Pittsburg 
State, 66; McPherson College, 117; and 
Washburn University, 151, 


This weekend the Tiger runners were 
to compete in the Wichita State Federa- 
tion meet, but head coach Alex Francis 
felt that his team should rest and pre- 
pare to defend its Rocky Mountain Ath- 
letic Conference title when the confer- 
ence teams meet Nov. 6 at Omaha, Neb. 

''The boys have done well in the past 
couple of meets/' Francis said, "I feel 
that the week's rest will be good for us, 

'1 think the rest will keep us from 
peaking too early and going flat when 
we enter RMAC and NAJA Champion- 
ship competition/' the head mentor add- 
ed. 

When the Tiger harriers travel to Lib- 
erty, Mo. Nov. 20 for the national cross 
country meet they will be out to win 
their third championship in four years. 
Eastern Michigan University, who edged 
out FHS for the national title last year, 
is now out of the NAIA and is competing 
in the NCAA. 

''Eastern Illinois University and East- 
ern New Mexico will be the two most 
powerful squads shooting for this year's 
national title," Francis commented.
